REPORT 


To  the  Legislature  of  Maryland  : 

The  report  of  the  Library  Committee  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1874,  showed  an  unexpended  balance  to 
the  credit  of  the  fund  for  the  augmentation  of 
the  Library  amounting  to $1,443   72 

Add  to  this  the  appropriation  for  the  same  purpose, 

by  the  Act  of  1874,  ch.  332 2,500  00 

$3,943  72

Balance  unexpended §376  60 

Schedule  1  shows  the  disbursements  made  by  the  committee 
since  their  last  report.  Schedule  2  contains  a  list  of  books  pur- 
chased for  the  Law  Department  of  the  Library,  amounting  to 
one  hundred  and  ninety-six  volumes  ;  and  Schedule  3,  a  list  of 
Miscellaneous  Works  numbering  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  volumes. 

The  committee  have  also  subscribed  for  the  use  of  the  Library 
to  the  following  periodicals  : 

Albany  Law  Journal,  American  Historical  Record,  Ameri- 
can Law  Review,  American  Law  Register,  Appleton's  Journal, 
Athemeum,  Art  Journal,  Blackwood  and  the  Four  British. 
Quarterly  Reviews,  Law  Journal,  Law  Reports,  Southern  Law 
Review,  Littell's  Living  Age,  Potter's  American  Monthly, 
Southern  Magazine,  The  Eclectic  Magazine,  The  Galaxy  and 
The  Granger. 

By  the  efforts  of  the  committee  in  a  judicious  selection  of 
books  which  were  deemed  most  useful,  the  Law  Department  of 
the  Library  has  been  greatly  improved  ;  and  it  is  the  only  de- 
partment which  even  approximates  to  any  thing  like  complete- 
ness. 


In  the  other  departments  the  committee  with  the  means  at 
their  command  have  done  little  more  than  procure  various 
standard  works  of  approved  excellence  and  some  of  the  nume- 
rous current  publications. 

To  make  the  Library  such  as  it  should  be,  creditable  to  the 
State  and  convenient  and  valuable  for  pursuing  researches,  in 
even  a  few  of  the  departments  of  knowledge,  it  is  very  desira- 
ble that  there  should  be  a  liberal  annual  appropriation  by  the 
Legislature.  The  manner  in  which  the  committee  have  here- 
tofore disbursed  the  money  appropriated  for  the  Library,  will, 
they  think,  furnish  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  a  judicious  and 
economical  expenditure  of  future  appropriations. 

There  was  no  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  for  the  year 
1875,  and  yet  the  committee  have  so  carefully  disbursed  the  fund 
subject  to  their  control,  that  a  small  balance  remains  to  their 
credit.  Since  their  last  report  the  committee  have  had  pre- 
pared and  printed  a  catalogue  as  required  by  the  Act  of  1870, 
ch.  272.  The  work  was  done  by  Mr.  William  T.  Iglehart,  of 
Annapolis,  and  the  creditable  way  in  which  it  has  been  per- 
formed, will  be  evident  upon  inspection. 

Trusting  that  the  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  the 
duty  assigned  them,  will  receive  the  approval  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  committee  would  respectfully  ask  an  appropriation  of 
not  less  than  $2,500,  in  each  of  the  general  appropriation  bills, 
for  the  augmentation  of  the  Library.
